According to enrollment 
figures released Friday by Dr 
Alice Manicur, vice president 
for student and educational ser- 
vices, a total of 4,252 under 
graduate and graduate students 
have enrolled in courses at

In the fall of 1 FSL 
became the fastest-growing 
four-year institution of higher 
education, public or private, in 
the state of Maryland and has 
continued on its positive growth 
track.

Ridiculous Regulations 


The Department of Natural Resources is 
plowing right ahead with its proposed regulations 
for restricting commercial activity on the Upper 
iogheny River, particularly whitewater 
If the regulations are allowed to go into 
ffect by March 1, as the DNR hopes, our local 
water rafting companies will probably 
acing disaster 
Everyone agrees that regulation of the 
mmercial activity on the river is greatly needed, 
primarily for protection of the landowners along the 
river and the safety of the rafters. In fact, it was the 
cal rafting companies that asked the DNR, as 
early as 1981, to impose restrictions on the number 
of outfitters allowed on the river to prevent 
fangerous overcrowding. Finally, in 1988, the DNR 
released a set of regulations that were to go into 
ffect last spring, but were delayed until a carrying- 
apacity, river-use survey could be completed 
This survey of the river did not even begin until 
iid-August, when the rafting season was drawing to 
e and water levels were higher than normal 
yvecause of the draw-down of Deep Creek Lake 
hus, the survey is inaccurate and misleading, since 
t was not conducted during the peak use of the river 
luring the spring and early summer 
Nonetheless, the DNR did make some revisions 
) the originally proposed regulations, but we 
eve they are still ridiculous, unworkable, and 
will destroy the local rafting industry. Unlike many 
states’ regulations, there is no restriction 
whatsoever on outside rafting companies coming 
sing the 
presently 10 companies utilizing the river, although 
mly two are based in Garrett County. The 
regulations allow only 12 customers per day per 
mpany and only a total of 72 customers per day 
smaller companies will not be able to survive 
these restrictions

This front and back cover was conceived by D. Noel Obenshain, 
Garrett County's best known economic philosopher. He hopes that 
the front cover might not only shock the local readers concerning the 
rapidly approaching ‘‘Great Depression of 1990,”’ but that it might 
get nation-wide publicity and awaken the mass of loyal American 
citizens to the oncoming economic crisis, hopefully before it is too 
late. 

Mr. Obenshain is a long time resident of Garrett County. He 
moved here in 1952 while employed as a research scientist at the 
Luke, Md. mill of Westvaco Corporation. He and the late Wright M. 
Welton, started the Luke Research Laboratory in 1936. Since that 
time, his efforts have resulted in 67 U.S. and foreign patents 
assigned to Westvaco, plus several personal patents. After 46 years 
with Westvaco, he was retired in 1971. He continued as a full time 
consultant six more years, for a total of 52 years with Westvaco. 

While not an economist by profession, he was always concerned 
with economic developments here in America. When inflation, 
which had been averaging less than two percent for a number of 
years, reached 11 percent in 1974, he became seriously concerned 
and started an intensive study of why this sudden increase. His 
studies resulted in a comprehensive paper on the subject, 
“Inflation: Cause, Effects, Cure, Prevention.” It was published here 
in The Republican on December 16, 1981. 

After 1981, he prepared a number of articles on the subject. 
Many were published in The Republican and in the Cumberland, 
Md., Sunday Times. One commentary, ‘‘Three Old Men and the 
Giraffe,’’ was published in The Baltimore Sun, on January 29, 1983. 
It explained how ‘“‘COLAS,”’ Cost of Living Adjustments, firmly 
adopted by most Labor Unions by 1972, had raised the ‘‘CPI,”’ Con- 
sumer Price Index from 100.0 in 1967 to over 300 there in 1983. Here in 
1989 it is over 360.

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Bears In Jeopardy .. . 


Legislation has been introduced into the 
Maryland General Assembly to reinstate a bear 
hunting season in Maryland, the first such season in 
38 years. With the information we have read to date, 
we feel obliged to speak out against this bill, even 
though it has been backed by some wildlife 
managers 

It has taken several years and considerable 
work to re-establish a black bear population in 
Maryland after the species was all but wiped out. 
Yet it is estimated that there are still fewer than 200 
bears in the state, most of which are in Garrett 
County 

The proposed season, albeit only one or two 
days, is scheduled for the month of November, a 
time of year when most of the female black bears 
are already holed up in their dens with their cubs.

#limit on the number of bear hunting permits that 
would be issued. The bill calls for a bag limit of one 
ar, but there wouldn't be enough bear PARTS in 
rrett County, let alone whole bears, to go around 
We don't like the idea of so many outside hunters 
coming here to destroy the bear population. 

Granted, there has been some damage to crops 
things, such as beehives, by these bears 
In such cases the owners should be compensated for 
their losses and another bill has been proposed to 
take care of this. Right now the DNR provides 
electric fences for farmers and beekeepers who 
have had damage by bears. They also come in and 
re-locate bothersome bears to other areas of the 
county 

If and when our bear population is such that a 
hunting season is the responsible thing to do for the 
sake of the species and landowners, then just a 
handful, perhaps 100 licenses, should be issued the 
first year and adjustments to this number could be 
made according to expert information from persons 
like Al Bourgeois, Garrett County's district wildlife 
manager who has vast experience and knowledge 
concerning the black bear 

If the bill passes in its present form, we believe 
that Garrett County's still-tiny bear population could 
be all but destroyed this November, which in our 
opinion would be a tragedy

I feel I need to respond to the 
letter to the editor from Mr 
DeCorsey Bolden to clear up 
some of his comments. Mr 
Bolden wants to know why 
House Bill 670 was introduced 
and then withdrawn. The Gar- 
rett County Commissioners re- 
quested that this bill be intro- 
duced. I received several tele- 
phone calls from people (who 
saw the write-up in the media) 
who voiced legitimate 
concerns in relation to the bill. I 
then contacted the commis 
sioners and passed those con 
cerns on to them and suggested 
they consider having the bill 
withdrawn. The following day 
they called and asked that the 
bill be withdrawn. If Mr. Bolden 
had taken the time to call me or 
the commissioners, he would 
have received the answer to his 
question immediately 

Now, regarding House Bill 939 

Salaries of Local Elected 

Officials. First, 1 want to make 
clear that House Bill 939 imple- 
ments the recommendations of 
the Salary Review Commission 
This commission was estab 
lished in the 1970's (when Mr 
Bolden was a delegate) to 
review, evaluate, and make 
recommendations regarding 
the compensation of all local 
elected officials and this pro- 
takes place four 
years. By having this commis- 
sion which is made up of broad 
based county groups, hopefully, 
it removes ‘‘politics” from the 
process 

The recommendations of the 
commission printed, 
aired, and widely discussed at 
the time their report was re- 
leased a couple of months ago 
For Mr. Bolden's information, I 
routinely send copies of all 
legislation in which I am in 
volved to the media and I also 
have frequent discu 
the newspapers as 
radio. Even though all the infor 
mation is sent and frequent dis- 
cussions are held, I have no say 
in the amount 
particular issue receives

Bench Notes 


4th Judicial Circuit of Maryland 
Circuit Court for Garrett County 

The Garrett County Courthouse is in the midst of major 
renovation and remodelling. Extensive modernization has been 
planned and some design modification, especially to the court 
room and jury facilities is underway. In an effort to preserve the 
original atmosphere, the turn-of-the-century or Edwardian 
ambience, the planning has been done with the assistance of some 
of the original documents and records 

Of special interest is the Record of Proceedings of the 
Commission which undertook the construction of the Courthouse 
A review of these documents revealed that the Maryland Legisla 
ture in 1906 authorized a referendurn in Garrett County to deter 
mine whether or not the voters would approve the issuance of 
$75,000.00 of local bonds for “building and furnishing a new ( 
house at the county seat, Oakland, in said County.” The 
passed at general election and the three Judges of the 4th Judicial 
Circuit, the three County Commissioners of Garrett County and 
five citizens were called for the first meeting December 17, 1906 
In attendance were Chief Judge A. Hunter Boyd, Associate Judge 
Robert R. Henderson, Commissioners Peter J. Stephen, Asa B 
Friend and A. Clyde Smith, and appointed citizens, John M 
Jarboe, Charles M. Miller, W. McCulloch Brown. The appointed 
citizens were later joined by D.E. Offutt and John McCullough 
Judge M. L. Keedy of Hagerstown never participated in any of the 
proceedings 

Selection of an architect 
ceedings for acquisition of the present bui 
of the construction contracts occupied the Commissioners’ time 
until May, 1907. The commission chose the architectural firm of J 
Riley Gordon of New York, which submitted plans and specifi 
cations and a building design reminiscent of the Villa Capra of 
Vicenza, Italy, by the 16th century architect, Palladio. The 
construction contract was awarded to William A. Liller of Keyser 
West Virginia, originally for $59,962.00 and the plumbing and 
heating contract was awarded to A. D. Naylor of Oakland, in the 
amount $5,822.00 ( Numerous additions to both contracts were sub 
sequently approved.) The final cost of the project was $79,949.31

Frederick A. Thayer spoke for the County Commissioners, and 
was joined by Attorneys Thomas J. Peddicord and Gilmore 5. 
Hamill for the Garrett County Bar Association. If there 
dissent it was not recorded 

Judge Boyd recalled that the 
County was May 19, 1873 in the old Glades Hotel. The May and 
September terms of 1874 were conducted in a store room at the 
corner of Third and Oak Streets. Later the Methodist Episcopal 
Church and the Oakland school house were utilized. In 1878 the 
court was moved to the present site of the Board of Education 
building on Fourth and Green Streets. The inadequacy of that 
structure prompted plans for the new building

Sanitary District 
Discusses Local 


Sewer Projects 

Several local projects were 
discussed by the Garrett County 
Sanitary Commission at their 
regularly scheduled meeting on 
Tuesday 

Crellin Sewer 

The majority of the 
discussion involved the Crellin 
Sewer project. A progress 
meeting was held with the 
engineer to discuss the status, 
progress of construction, and 
related problems 

Permission has been obtained 
from the Garrett County Roads 
Department to work in the road 
right of ways, but the 
commission is having some dif- 
ficulty with the entrance road to 
the treatment plant 

Sanitary District Admini- 
strator Wendell Beitzel 
noted that the road was built as 
it was designed, but because of 
the soil conditions or the con 
struction, it has not supported 
the traffic. The engineer will 
get a technical engineering 
review from Triad Engineering 
in Morgantown, a firm which 
does specific technological in- 
vestigations, to detect what can 
be done to correct the problem. 

The approved 
change orders to add clean-outs 
to the septic tanks to prevent 
having to dig up yards to check 
tanks or pump them out. One 
change order was approved for 
those tanks which were already 
installed, and one for those still 
to be installed

The grant award 
was accepted, and will involve 
an additional amount of over 
$800,000 
Upper Youghiogheny 
The commission discussed 
the Upper Youghiogheny 
improvement project. The 
windshield fence has been 
completed, and will prevent the 
sand from being blown away 
Beitzel noted that the real 
problem in completion has been 
the UV system, which is now 
being manufactured and should 
be delivered by late April or 
early May 
Once the system is installed 
and the mechanical equipment 
calibrated installed, the 
system will be completely 
operational. The only remain- 
ing problem will be fixing the 
gabion baskets, which will be 
completed by grouting with con- 
crete. This portion of the 
project should be completed in 
May or June 
The project will be completed 
well within the budget 
Deep Creek Lake 
A problem with the Deep 
Creek Lake project was dis- 
cussed by the commission, 
which involved the deteriora- 
tion in the major pump station 
because of hydrogen sulfide 
gases. To rehabilitate the pump 
station, it will be lined with 
fiberglass and epoxy coatings to 
prevent future deterioration of 
the concrete 
In addition to the rehabilita- 
tion, a chemical will be added to 
the system to reduce the 
production of the gases 
Storage Facility 
The district is proceeding 
with the design of a storage 
facility for the Glendale Road. 
A site has been obtained, and 
they are conducting soil borings 
to be sure of the site before the 
design is completed 
Maintenance 
The maintenance department 
had requested a communication 
system for their vehicles, and 
asked the sanitary district to 
provide for a base station. The 
proposal was accepted by the 
commission, and approval was 
given to proceed with the 
installation 
Cherry Glade Run 
The commission discussed 
the Cherry Glade Run portion of 
the Oakland Sewer System, and 
was briefed on the meeting

State Delegation 
Urges Reforms On 


Crop Insurance 


Seeking to increase participa 
tion by Maryland farmers in the 
Federal Crop Insurance 
gram, the Maryland Congres 
sional Delegation has called for 
the adoption of the recom- 
mendations of a Maryland 
Department of Agriculture task 
force studying the system. The 
Maryland group recently out- 
lined several policy initiatives 
aimed at increasing the appeal 
of the program. 

The Maryland report was pre- 
pared in response to questions 
raised at last summer's Delega- 
tion meeting on drought relief 
efforts. For some time, the low 
participation rate of Maryland 
farmers in the Federal Crop In- 
surance Program has been a 
source of concern within the 
delegation. Three consecutive 
years of drought conditions 
have underscored the economic 
danger of going without 
coverage. Although the Federal 
insurance system is the only re- 
maining protection farmers 
have against the economic im- 
pact of a natural disaster, to 
date only five percent of Mary 
land's farmers have bought 
coverage 

Acting on a pledge made at 
the Delegation meeting, Mary- 
land Secretary of Agriculture 
Wayne Cawley appointed a 
special task force to identify 
problems Maryland farmers 
were having with the crop in- 
surance system and develop 
policy suggestions to improve 
the program. Their report cites 
several inadequacies in the 
Federal Crop Insurance Pro- 
gram which limit its appeal to 
Maryland farmers. These in- 
clude the inability of farmers to 
buy sufficient protection 
coverage policies which 
penalize some farmers and the 
lack of available coverage for 
some Maryland crops. In addi- 
tion, the task force discovered 
that many farmers had diffi- 
culty locating information 
about insurance and the agents 
who sell it and, once enrolled 
found the paperwork and re- 
cord-keeping requirements ex- 
cessive

While the policies offered 
aren't perfect in terms of cover- 
age levels and don't cover all 
crops grown in Maryland, the 
Federal Crop Insurance Corpo- 
ration'’s subsidized premium 
plan allows farmers to protect 
themselves from catastropic

I think it is also important to 
look at crop insurance this year

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Jump On The Bandwagon... 


We are pleased that the majority of the Garrett 
County commissioners have decided that the 
question of whether or not to float a bond issue to 
fund the Southern High School renovation, and 
possibly other school projects, should go to 
referendum in a special election this spring. It's 
unfortunate that the commissioners failed to take 
the bull by the horns themselves several months ago 
and proceed with the bond issue. We cringe when we 
think of the hundreds of thousands of additional 
@ollars that will have to be spent because of the 
Jengthy delays in the project, not to mention the 
$30,000 cost of the special election. 

The quality of education should be the NUMBER 
ONE priority for county government and we are 
reasonably certain that this opinion is not shared by 
our county commissioners. Roads, landfills, and 
airports, although extremely important, should be 
secondary to education in importance. Our school 
buildings have been ‘‘bandaided” year after year 
after year, not because the school maintenance 
personnel are incompetent, but because there is 
never enough money in the budget to make the 
repairs the way they should be made. Taking such 
short cuts eventually catches up with you, and when 
it does, the cost is usually enormous. That time is 
upon us, at least as far as Southern High School is 
roncerned. 

We believe that there is no better time than now 
to float a bond issue in Garrett County. Because of 
the current major development of the Deep Creek 
Lake area, our tax base is expanding rapidly. Over 
the life of the bonds, the cost of repaying them will 
become negligible. We recognize that, in the 
beginning, our tax rate will probably have to 
increase. Bul we th st County 
residents are willing to pay for a better education for 
our youth. This is not a bill, but a wise and solid 
investment in our future 

Now that it has been decided to put the issue to 
referendum, it is time for citizens to get involved 
and campaign for passage of the bond issue 
question. Every single service organization in this 
county, not just those related directly to schools, 
such as the PTAs, should jump on the bandwagon 
and push for its passage. This would include Lions 
and Rotary clubs, women's civic organizations, 
church groups, library organizations, merchant 
associations, the chamber of commerce, and many 
others. 

The Southern High School building is an 
embarrassment, it is dangerous, it is depressing, 
and it is outrageous that our young people, teachers, 
and staff are subjected to that mess every day 
simply because of politics 

While we believe the commissioners were wrong 
in turning down the bond proposal last fall, we also 
believe that some of the blame for that mistake must 
be shared by the citizens of the county for not 
epeaking up and letting the county commissioners 
know their opinions on the issue. Such input is of 
great assistance to the commissioners as they 
Btruggle to make tough decisions. Without lots of 
feedback and information from their constituency, 
they can only make an educated guess as to which 
path to follow 

Now this issue is totally in the hands of the 
voting public.

I have carefully reviewed and 
evaluated the fiscal impact of 
placing the Southern renovation 
and Northern improvement 
projects on a county wide 
referendum. I could not support 
the position that my fellow 
Board members chose. As part 
of the responsibility and duties 
as a County Commissioner we 
are charged with the fiscal 
responsibility for the operation 
of all of County government. In 
keeping this responsibility in 
mind, I feel that should such a 
referendum pass it could create 
a severe and adverse impact on 
the County's tax rate, its ser 
vices to its citizens, and to 
future capital projects. This 
whole issue had one and only 
one major question and that 
question is one of affordability 
If both projects come to fruition 
as proposed, we may very well 
be jeopardizing and sacrificing

As I started to answer the caller, I realized, to my surprise 
that while I had a general idea how the money was allotted, I 
wasn't entirely certain of all my facts and figures. I've done some 
research in the last few weeks even governors do research 
from time to time — and I will be writing to my caller with a more 
detailed answer to his question. I thought other citizens of the 
State might be interested in some of the things I learned 
First of all, let me say that I am a fan of the Maryland State 
Lottery. Like almost everyone else who plays the lottery 
the dream that someday | will be a big winner 
another reason I support the lottery 
everyone wins when you buy a lottery ticket 
the primary sources of revenue for Maryland state programs 
Proceeds from the lottery go into Maryland's General Fund 
which provides money for many state services including support 
for the state's public colleges and universities, health programs 
public safety personne! and institutions, and human resources 
activities. These are the very programs which most to help the 
people of Maryland 
Here are some of the things I learned about the lottery 
*The Maryland State Lottery grossed almost $411.4 million last 
year 
*Nearly half, 48.6 percent, was returned directly to players in 
prizes

Maryland is really an old timer when it comes to lotteries 


When the Maryland State Lottery was established in 1973, it was 
among the very first state lotteries in the country.

increase revenues, Thirty-two states and the District of Columbia 
currently operate lotteries. Four states, including cur neighbor 
Virginia, have approved lotteries in the last year 

The Maryland State Lottery is among the most efficient in the 
country. It ranks third among the states ir capita 
contributions to state general funds 

This dramatic increase in the number of lotteries across the 
country has also increased competition for players, and 
escalated the advertising needed to attract players. While the 
percentage of Maryland lottery funds expended on operating and 
administrative costs has decreased from almost 14 percent in 1974 
to less than 3 percent in 1988, larger and larger amounts of that 
overhead are being directed toward and 
advertising and games

ven fierce backers of the project 
concede this is a marginal capital 
venture. There is no assurance that 
large cnough crowds can be lured to 
Rocky Gap. Is the appeal of a sig 
nature golf course that great? Will 
enough firms haul executives out to 
Western Maryland for two or three 
days of meetings? 

lt has taken five years w find a 
developer willing to take the risk 
The state still has to kick in $12 
million and Allegany County an 


other $2 million to make it feasi 
bie 

Yet chances of success down the 
road look enticing to Barker 
Patrinely Group and Benchmark 
Management Co. Return on invest 
ment may be tough carly on, but 
down the road there could be big 
profits 

What do they see? 

First, the claborate conference 
center would be the only one of its 
kind in Maryland. The Nicklaus 
designed golf course and an affiliat 
ed golf academy also would be 
unique 

Second, Rocky Gap sits in a 
beautiful and rustic setting that is 
an easy drive for 13 million people 

Third, Western Maryland offers a 
wealth of interesting venues: white 
water rafting, hiking eks, moun 
tain picnics, Civil War battle 


grounds, Amish communities, an 
tique havens, factory outlets, ski 
lodges and scenic vistas 


Fourth, the state's investment as 
sures support in promoting and cn 
couraging tirms w patronize i he 
Lodge at Rocky Gap. This is a key 
part of the governor's drive to revi 
tale Western Maryland. 

Fifth, there is a large corporate 
community in the region that never 
has had a nearby first-class resort 
conference center to utilize. If 
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Benchmark is as good at marketing 
as state officials claim, the goal of 
reaching 71 percent occupancy (at 
an average room rate of $84 a 
night) could casily be reached 

This would be the third confer 
ence-cenicr project for Benchmark 
in the region (the other two are in 
Leesburg, Va. and Monroe Town 
ship, NJ.). With Rocky Gap in the 
fold, Benchmark could cross-sell 
conference centers to firms from 
North Carolina to New York 

For Barker-Patrinely, Rocky Gap 
offers a chance to break solidly into 
the booming Mid-Atlantic develop 
ment picture. The builder will open 
an office in Washington in mid 
year. C. Dean Pairinely, a 25 
percent owner, has family tics to 
Baltimore and makes it clear that 
future regional projects are in his 
plans 

The two companies are betting 
heavily on their expertise in pri 
vate-public projects. They have 
agreed to borrow $20 million and to

Often participants work at wrestling for years, yet remain 
mediocre, because they are so obsessed with losing and possessed, 
with fear, that they never learn to really compete 

We speak of wrestlers being ‘‘psyched out." 

A young contestant entering a large tournament for the first 
time might be psyched out by the vastness of everything, by the 
unfamiliar schools, by the distance from home. He can also be 
psyched out by comments from other contestants, a careless 
teammate or coach. (‘'Man, those wrestlers down at State are 
killer!"’), or by seeing a highly respected teammate lose. The 
athlete might even psyche himself out without realizing it! 
(“Look at my record, I can't possibly win!) 

By allowing himself to be psyched out, the wrestler has 
become persuaded that he cannot win, and unconsciously gives 
himself permission to lose 

Obviously, that kind of thinking is poison to potential 
champions. 

The first step to combatting the psyched-out frame of mind is 
to recognize it for what it is. Then replace the fear with con- 
fidence, by realizing that regardless of whether you can beat your 
opponent, you can always give 100 percent! You can always 
refuse 100 percent to give up, even is you're behind 140! You can 
always fight 100 percent no matter how strong, or fast, or good 
your opponent is! No matter how bad you are! 

Your primary objective is not to win! Your primary objective 
is to always fight 100 percent to the end!! Then, winning will take 
care of itself!! 

The wrestler who gets psyched up with determination, rather 
than psyched out, will have a victory even before he starts 
competing 


Championship wrestling is not just a sport — it is a way of life 

Every year that a potential wrestler delays trying out, the 
harder it is for him to win when he does go out. Ideally, wrestling 
candidates will start practicing by at least sixth, seventh or 
eighth grade — even though they are too young to be on varsity 
and it is never too early to attend a surnmmer wrestling camp. The 
reason is, a wrestler only has until graduation to work on his 
goals, and his time is very limited. Freshmen or sophomores 
might not believe that, but wrestlers of all ages often buy the- 
delusion that wrestling season runs from mid-November until the 
State Tournament. Actually, for the champion, the training sea- 
son is year-round 

Hugh amounts of time are wasted in the “off-season.” But 
champions are well known to utilize this period with re-dedicated 
weight training, and regular long<listrance running to build 
larger aerobic (heart and lung) capacity, which in turn offers the 
wrestler greater resistance to many of the diseases or illnesses 
that plague wrestlers in winter. Stronger heart and lungs also 
come in handy when the wrestler advances to the championship 
bracket at the end of a marathon tournament. Participating in 
formal or informal competition as much as possible during surm 
mer, and attending summer wrestling camps are also beneficial; 

Camps are generally a good way to learn new techniques and 
improve old ones, but they can be counter-productive. It is 
probably a good idea to return to the sarne camp, and if possible 
to attend the same camp in two different sessions the same sum 
mer, rather than a different camp each year 

This is because by returning to the same camp, you will rein 
force the methods you learned there previously, rather than over, 
whelming your mind with a new camp, new methods and new! 
theories, which make for inefficient learning in return for your 
dollar, and which can seriously confuse you. 

Finally, coaches, teammates and families can help wrestlers 
greatly. Champions, however, also realize that their fate is 
ultimately in their own hands, and live accordingly
